Just now when the whole world la 
crying for breed and the South is oe- 
tng admonished to "feed itself" it a

UNFAIR TO NEWSPAPERS 
The bill now pending In congress 
which has for its objective the raising 
of $1,800,000,000 with which to de­ 
fray the expenses of the war the drat 
y^ar places unusual burdens 
upon 
the newspaper*. As the Daily under­ 
stands tt, the measure not only pro­ 
poses an increase in postal rates '.ut 
also a 10 per cent tax upon the im­ 
portation of news print paper and 6 
per cent upon the total 
advertising 
receipts. Such a law would no doubt 
force many newspapers out of busi­ 
ness, and would undoubtedly compel 
many others to Increase their sub­ 
scription und advertising rates. - 
When it is token Into consideration 
that the newspapers are already hard 
hit by the unusual conditions brougnt 
about by the war, due to increased 
circulation out of proportion to exist­ 
ing advertising rates, a literal "hold­ 
up’’ by the paper “tru st,” and the 
enhancement in price of 
Inks 
and 
other materials. It la apparent to even 
the lay observer that this one line of 
business has been singled out as hav­ 
ing quite broad shoulders. 
At this time, when the offer of the 
output of his paper mills has been 
made by Lord NoetbcUffe with the 
view of breaking the baok of the pa­ 
per trust, the imposition of an im­ 
port duty is peculiarly unfortunate. 
Lord Northcliffe'a m ills are located 
in New Found]and, and an import tax 
would have the effect of merely in­ 
creasing the profits of the paper man­ 
ufacturers’ octopus, without benefit- 
ting the federal treasury in any ap­ 
preciable way. 
To 
tax 
advertising 
PROFITS would be fair. 
To tax ad­ 
vertising RECEIPTS is only another 
stroke in favor of the strong news­ 
papers and against the weak. 
The intelligent thing, the t&lr thing 
and the equitable thing for congress 
to do would be to assume control of 
the paper mills and distribute thair 
output im partially and at a price that 
includes the cost of m anufacture and 
a reasonable profit. It this were done 
the vast sums that are now being paid 
into the coffers of the "tru st” could 
be vqry well diverted to the use of 
the government. 
T here is no good 
reason why legislation should favor 
the "tru st’* at the expense of the pub­ 
lisher.
